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Indications Reflect $69.50 Annual Charge to Sewer Users 


South Huron Valley Retention 
Basin Issue Proceeds

At the July 23rd Township 
Board meeting, Kent Early, 
the Township Engineer, pre- 
sented the board with some 
additional figures on the cost 
of the retention basin that is 
proposed for the South Huron 
Valley Utility Authority. 

In prior issues of “The 
Weekly” we have reported the 
push by the State of Michigan 
DEQ (Dept. of Environ- 
mental 


Quality) for the 





) il, gs 
much partially processed 
water to flow back into Lake 
Erie. The State of Michigan 
threatened to force the issue 
and by implication the costs 
would be higher. 

At prior Township Board 
meetings, several items have 
been presented to the Board 
and as of this issue at least 
two of the issues remain. The 
first issue was the adoption of 
a resolution in support of the 
program. The second issue 
was the posting the Town- 
ship’s intent to bond in the 
legal newspaper. The third 
issue was how the Township 
was going to pay for their 
share of the costs. 

During a prior meeting the 
Board did not pass the resolu- 
tion because Trustee O’Kel- 
ley objected to adopting a 
resolution without agreement 
on how their share would be 
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raised. However, at the same 
meeting, a majority of the 
Board agreed to post their 
Intent to Bond in the legal 
newspaper. Clearly, the Board 
seemed to do this because they 
felt they were going to have to 
participate and the posting of 
their intent had a deadline. 
During that meeting it was 
agreed the funding method 
would be presented at a spe- 
cial meeting for July 15th. 
However, it was not on the 
agenda and was not dis- 
cussed. Even at the July 23rd 


ing was not approved but at 
least it was discussed. 

What the July 23rd meeting 
seemed to do is create a level 
of comfort with the figures 
the project will cost. Mr. 
Early, in his remarks made it 


clear, the figures may change, 
as the borrowing figures 
become firmer. 

Mr. Early presented the 
Board with documents that 
covered the costs and com- 
munity shares. He advised 
the Authority provided a por- 
tion of the report. He went on 
to say the Township currently 
has 2017 sewer users and his 
figures were based on that 
amount. He said Karen 
Carney in the finance depart- 
ment and DPW Director 
Melvin Sheets would be able 


_ meeting, the method of fund- to provide a more current 


estimate of the users and pro- 
jections of future users. 

The figures he presented 
showed a total cost of the 
project as $16,700,000. The 
yearly cost to a sewer user 
would be $69.49. 
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Trustee Adkins asked why 
Flat Rock used the system a 
lot more yet their percentage 
was not much higher than 
ours (Flat Rock 16.8% Huron 
Township 14.6%). Early 
responded the formula was a 
complicated one and he was 
not familiar with all the fac- 
tors. However, part of the 
percentage dealt with the dis- 
tance of the sewer flow and 
the use of interceptors. He 
indicated he could secure 
additional information if it 
was requested. 


_ Supervisor Mitchell point- 


ed out the figures as present- 
ed was a reduction of about 
$363,000 from the previous 
figures. He said, “in this case, 
it went in our favor.” 
Trustee O’Kelley, once 
again, asked how the costs 
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would be paid. The Super- 
visor said the costs likely 
would be placed on quarterly 
water bill. He estimated the 
Quarterly bill would be 
around $18.00. He suggested 
the rate might go down as 
more users get on the system. 

O’Kelley then asked if they 
needed to pass the resolution. 
The supervisor responded 
that no action was needed at 
this time. It appears the reso- 
lution process will be pre- 
sented to the Board when the 
process is ready after bid 

acceptance. The opening of — 
the bids is scheduled for 8- 
25-03.

The 
Department’ therefore orders you 
to cease and desist all activities at 
this location, and to restore the

stream to a free-flow condition by 
removing all wood and brush 
forming the dams from the stream 
channel. All restoration work shall 
be completed no later than 
January 31, 2003. 

Please notify this office when 
the restoration has been completed 
so that a follow-up site inspection 
may be scheduled by our staff. 
Failure to comply with this 
request or any further unautho- 
rized activity on the site may 
result in this case being referred 
for elevated enforcement action.

Dear Mr. EEA 

Your certified letter dated 
12/17/2002 has been handed to 
me to respond to. I am the legal 
landowner but not the Contractor 
at FRR AR AK AAR A A couple of 
beavers are in the (State unautho- 
rized) process of constructing and 
maintaining two wood “debris” 
dams across the outlet stream of 
my Spring Pond. While I did not 
pay for, authorize, nor supervise 
their dam project, I think they 
would be highly offended that you 


call their skillful use of nature’s 
building materials “debris”. I 
would like to challenge your 
department to attempt to emulate 
their dam project any time and/or 
any place you choose. I believe I 
can safely state there is no way 
you could ever match their dam 
skills, their dam resourcefulness, 
their dam ingenuity, their dam per- 
sistence, their dam determination 
and/ or their dam work ethic. 

As to your request, I do not 
think the beavers are aware that 
they must first fill out a dam per- 
mit prior to the start of this type of 
dam activity. My first dam ques- 
tion to you is: 

1. Are you trying to discriminate 
against my Spring Pond Beavers 
or, 

2. Do you require all beavers 
throughout this State to conform 
to said dam request? If you are not 
discriminating against these par- 
ticular beavers, through the 
Freedom of Information Act, I 
request completed copies of all 
those other applicable beaver dam 
permits that have been issued. 
Perhaps we will see if there is a 
dam violation of Part 301, Inland 
Lakes and Streams, of the Natural 
Resource and _ Environmental 
Protection Act, Act 451 of the 
Public Acts of 1994, being sec- 
tions 324.30101 to 324.30113 of 
the Michigan Compiled Laws, 
annotated. I have several con- 
cerns. My first concern is: aren’t 
the beavers entitled to legal repre- 
sentation? 

The Spring Pond Beavers are 
financially destitute and are unable 








to pay for said representation, so 
the State will have to provide them 
with a dam _ lawyer. The 
Department’s dam concern that 
either one or both of the dams 
failed during the recent rain event 
causing flooding is proof that this 
is a natural occurrence, which the 
Department is required to protect. 
In other words, we should leave the 
Spring Pond Beavers alone rather 
than harassing them and calling 
their dam names. If you want the 
stream “restored” to a dam free- 
flow condition please contact the 
beavers, but if you are going to 
arrest them, they obviously did not 
pay any attention to your dam let- 
ter.... they being unable to read 
English. In my humble opinion, the 
Spring Pond Beavers have a right 
to build their unauthorized dams as 
long as the sky is blue, the grass is 
green and water flows down- 
stream. They have more dam rights 
than I do to live and enjoy Spring 
Pond. If the Department of Natural 
Resources and Environmental Pro- 
tection lives up to its name, it 
should protect the natural 
resources (Beavers) and the envi- 
ronment (Beavers’ Dams). 

So, as far as the beavers and I are 
concemed, this dam case can be 
referred for more elevated enforce- 
ment action right now. Why wait 
until 1/31/2003? The Spring Pond 
Beavers may be under the dam ice 
then and there will be no way for 
you or your dam staff to con- 
tact/harass them then. 

In conclusion, I would like to 
bring to your attention to a real 
environmental quality (health) 
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problem in the area. It is the bears! 
Bears are actually defecating in our 
woods. I definitely believe you 
should be persecuting the defecat- 
ing bears and leave the beavers 
alone. If you are going to investi- 
gate the beaver dam, watch your 
step! (The bears are not careful 
where they dump!) Being unable to 
comply with your dam request, and 
being unable to contact you on 
your dam answering machine, I am 
sending you this response to your 
dam office.

Both letters are authentic although 
slightly different than their originals. 
Stephen Tvedten says the beavers that 
built the dams on his property were 
killed by his neighbor who was then 
concerned about what would happen 
to the abandoned dams. The neighbor 
lived downstream where any debris 
from the dams would go if they disinte- 
grated. Tvedten says his neighbor told 
the state authorities that he had seen 
Tvedten tending to the dams and 
reported him. 

A spokesperson for the state, howey- 
er, says there was evidence that the 
dams had human intervention, namely 
the installation of some 2 x 4%. Ac- 
cording to state law, beaver dams can- 
not be built or maintained except by 
beavers. On Tvedtens website, he has 
a copy of an email sent by the 
Michigan office to someone inquiring 
about the beaver dam letter and says 
Tvedten had been seen maintaining the 
dams. Tvedten's response was that they 
were "dam" liars.
